nexpert men hardly belive it. From theſe pre- 
parations are {cveral qualities telt, the one is cor-

A blind man cannot tell how the inward parts 
of mans body arc conditioned, but the ſccing 
Phyfician, who anatomizcth the body , he a 
judge of the ſituation ot the*Heart, Brain, Liver, 
I ungs,Reins, Bladder,ot the Entrals, and ot all th: 
Veins, and knowcth in what torm and condition 
they are. Bur bctore hchath made this anatomy, 
all theſe were hid from him, a Miner which tcek 
cth for Oars, h2 doth not know what riches he 
may expect trom Mctals, unlcts he open the Oar 
and ſo tinc it ; what hc hndeth in it by fre, then 
he may know really in ls calculation, what rich 
es he may expect trom it. So other things mult 
be proceeded in, which true Naturalitis will & 
deavour to do, and not prate of . things onl 
without experimental knowledge, diſputing 0l 
colours with the blind man , learn to know tht 
ground with your own eycs and hands, whic 
Nature hideth within her, theu you may ſpeak 
wiſcly of them with gocd reafon, and you ma 
build upon an invincible Rock.

It » which Flax is pluckt oft and feparated from

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its Seed. This Flax cannot be uſed, nor prepa- 
red with any profit for any work, except it be 
firlt of all putritied through Water, by which pu- 
trefa&tion the body unlocketh it (elf, and gaineth 
an ingreſs of its uſetulneſs. Afﬀter this putretaCtion 
and unlocking is performed,the Flax is drycd again 
| by the Ajr and the Sun, and' through this coagu- 
lation reduced and brought again to a formal be- 
ing, that it may further ſerve for worz. This 
prepared Flax is waſhed; beaten, brozen , and 
(winged, laſt of all heckled, that the prrum ab 
#mpuro, the clean from the unclean, the groſs trom 
that which is ſubtill may be ſeparated, which 
vtherwile is impoilible to be done and pcriormed, 
except the atoreſaid preparation go betore. After- 
wards they Spin this Flax, and it becometh Yarn, 
This Yarn is boiled in Water upon the fire, or laid 
into Lees and placed- by the tire, whercby a new 
purification happeneth, that (o the impurity and 
{uperfluous 'uncleanneſs may be further fevered 
and {eparated. After the Yarn is rightly waſhed 
and cleanked, it is dryed, and carricd toa Weaver, 
and Cloth made out of it which Cloth by often 
wetting with Water js clarified and whited;cut in 
Pieces by Taylors, and other people; and uſed ac- 
cording to every Houſe-keepers necetlity,- © And 
after ſuch Linnen Cloth is torn and worn to pie- 
ces, aud as it were reduced to nothing, then'are 
the old raggs pickt, and gathered, and carricd to 
a Paper-mill, where the Matter maketh Paper out 
of them, which may likewiſe be uſed for feveral 
things. This Peper being laid vpon ſome Metal 
or Glaſs, and then lighted and burnt, the'Vegeta- 
"ble Mercury gorth then out of the Paper into the 
Air, and flyeth away. The Salt remaineth in th: 
Non 2 Atl 
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Aſhes, and the burning Sulphur, that which is nor 
& quickly conſumed in the burning, is reſolved 
intoan Oil, which is an cxcellent Medicine for 
dark and bad Eyes. This reſolved Oil hath in it 
an extraordinary fatneſs, which the matter of the 
Papcr hath carried with it from the beginning of 
its firſt Seed of Flax : And thus the laſt matter of 
Max, as Paper, is again reſolved into the firſt mat- WM 
ter, as into the pingued ſulphureous olcoſity of 
the Lineſced, oe With a ſeparation ot its # 
Mexcury and Salt 3 that ſo out of the laſt, the firlt 5 
as the toundation, is made manitfctt, and out of 
the firſt the virtue and operation is known and # 
learned. Of 
Though this Argument be rude and grols, yet j bo, 
will you learn by it things ſecret and ſubtil. For
